This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vacuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear

Good afternoon Hank and gang, 


Henry van Cleef wrote: 

> An old Tek scope shouldn't have much of a problem with an inverter's 
> output. I'd use one of the lower-drain scopes like the 465 rather 

> than the 543A, to get longer run-time. 


The 465M was going to be my first choice - smaller, lower power 
consumption, and no fan to worry about. 


The Tek power transformers (wound by Tek) are big conservative 
designs---Tektronix used to warranty them for "lifetime." Also, all 
the power supplies are regulated, and the scopes would run down to 
about 85-90 volts, so if you've got anything resembling 120 on the 
inverter output, you're in good shape. Between the army of Mallory FP 
caps and the response of the pass regulators, I doubt much noise is 
going to get through, and the power transformer itself will do a lot 
to prevent any HF noise from getting into the unit. 


VV VVVV VV 


That's great news and I've got to admit I'm embarrassed a little bit for 
not recalling that Tek made conservatively rated transformers and that 

the regulator designs were well filtered. What makes it even more 
embarrassing is that I was looking at the schematic for the 7613's power 
supply just the other night and should have added two plus two and got four. 


> I doubt that the fans will protest much. 


I've run some shaded pole motors off the particular inverter I'm going 
to use - the last time we had a power failure, it was rather warm out 
and we needed to do something to circulate the rapidly warming air 
inside of the house. So, put a fan on the wife and a fan on me. They 
sounded a bit different and ran slightly slower than on house AC, but 
didn't heat up any more than when on normal mains power. 


> Watch for heat and excessive mains power draw (the two will go 
> together). What will get hot will be the power transformer and blower 


> motor. 


Will do. One thing I plan on doing before I head out beyond the reach 
of the extension cord is to run it off the inverter in the house and 


make sure it doesn't get too warm.

Good evening Everybody, 


I picked up a Zenith speaker at my antique radio club's ( NorthWest 
Vintage Radio Society in Portland, Oregon ) last swap meet. The speaker 
looked interesting so I did not pass it up. Here is a description of 
it, can someone on our List possibly identify it and please tell me some 
information about it. 


The speaker enclosure is 9 1/2 inches around, and it is round. It is 5 
inches deep, has a black wrinkle finish with fairly smooth wrinkles. It 
has a handle on the top. The grill cloth on the front has a silver and 
black pattern. In the center of the front grill cloth, there is a 1 1/2 
inch silver disk with " Zenith " written on it and an anchor on it. 
There are holes in the back of the enclosure that are backed with thin 
grill cloth. 


Two bent metal rods covered with rubber tubing form the feet for the 
speaker. The enclosure is steel, and is copper-plated like a lot of our 
military radios. Inside is a 6 inch speaker with a transformer mounted 
on it. Written inside on the speaker is " 49-159 " which I think is a 
Zenith part number. There is a two conductor cord coming out of the 
back of the speaker that has a five prong plug at the end. Only four of 
the prongs are installed into the plug body, and the two wires are 
attached to the middle prongs that are the most widely spaced. 


I am asking you all on this list for information because I did not think 
that Zenith made anything black wrinkle except for black wrinkle 
leatherette portable radios. Also, is there any chance that the 
transformer inside has a 500 or 600 ohm primary? This little speaker 
would look great with a black wrinkle receiver. However, the name 

" Zenith " on the front would not look very authentic with a Boatanchor. 


I would appreciate any information that you all can give me. Many 
thanks in advance for your help. Everybody have a great Fourth of July 
weekend! !

The AM-6565/U 
plug-ins are versions of the Tek type 7A15A amplier, 

without the scale factor reaadout included with the 7A15A. 
If you use a P6006 probe with the AM-6565, you will only 
have 35MHz bandwidth, instead of the 65MHz bandwidth 

with a P6054A probe. 


Differences with the 7603 are that the '281 uses a power supply 
without a fan, and I understand the power supply cannot handle the load 


of some larger optional 7603 plug-ins like the Logic Analyzer. 


Another difference with the 7603 is that the '281 main frame does not 
include the on-screen readout of functions and scales, 
a very nice feature built-in to the 7603. 


I would get an original Tektronix printed manual for the '281. 

eBay has them listed pretty often, and I paid about $20 for my manual. 
There are enough differences with the 7603 that you really need 

the '281 manual even if you have a 7603 manual.
